THE LETTER. 


I have seen nothing sn alanninjr to the Man- 


ufacturing Interest of this country for najiny 
year* past, nothing to well calculated to Mcite

Mr Webster expressly admits thai no 


alteration in the English Corn Laws can possi- 
bly be had.in his own opinion. 
He tells us,that 


no reduction on the present enormous duties 
upon Amtncan Wheat and Flour is to be ex- 
pected from England. But is kind and candid 
enough to assure us all in the moat emphatic 
language, that the only equivalent which Eng- 
land will condescend to accept from us,in return 
lor her induction of duties on articles specified, 
is a modification or reduction of our own Tanff, 
generally. 
We are not given to understand 


howgieatthe reduction will Be in the amount 
of duties which will be denianded from us; nor 
is a single article named, the manufacturer of 
which is destined to be the victim ot this com- 
mercial arrangement. The speech-maker, with 
all the tact of a veteran lawyer, deals only in 
generalities when touching this most delicate 
part of his case ; and we are left to the fair in- 
ference—the only one indeed which we can diaw 
trom his remarks—that the American reduction 
of duties on the irnpoitation of British manu- 
factures is to be general, and so general too, as 
will fully satisfy the demands of England, and 
the wants of her staiving operative. Evety 
mechanic and manufacturer among us, when 
searching for the rate of duty, at which the ar- 
tic't ot the class produced by him is to admitted 
into this country, will, if he be a man of sense, 
fill the blank lett by Mr. Webster for him, with 
such an impost as will admit the British opera- 
tive to a full competition with him in the market 
of his own country. 


While about to inquire into the practicability 


of the proposed arrangement with England, we 
ought one would think, to ask ourselves whether 
she would probably assent to any considerable 
reduction in her duties on article produced by us. 
On the 8tb of last month,tbe annual budget was 
laid befoie the House of Commons by the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, and, in the debate that 
ensued, it wag demonstrated that there was a (ai- 
ling off in tiie gross revenue anticipated by Sir 
Robert Peel, ot nearly two millions sterling for 
the ytar. The Chinese silver baa saved|the Ex- 
chequer most opportunely from some of tbe dis- 
asters which must ha?e ensued trom so gross a 
miscalculation. I leave others to judge whether 
under such circumstances, Mr. Webster, or any 
Secretary at Washington, with the aid of Presi- 
dent Tyler to help him, could persuade the Brit- 
ish Mimister to reduce, the duties on Ttbacco, 
as Mr. Webster has imagined, or, indeed, upon 
any one of the articles of Amtr.can produce enu- 
merated in his 1 st. Let it be lemembered that, 
during the year 1841,the whole importation from 
foreign countries into the United States was 
$127,y45,000 upon which the whole amount of 
duties laid by us was $14,487,000—being at the 
rale of llj pei cent, only; while, on the other 
nund, in ttiat sntue year, the whole amount ot 
exportation from the United States to foreign 
countries, was $91,000,(iOO,and tbe amount of du- 
ties levied on these by foreign countries was $113,- 
500,000 being at the rate nt'124 per cent. The ave- 
nge value ol'the To); ceo exported ia 1839snd- 
1640 WHS $0,22o,fJJJ. upon winch Europe le\i.jd- 
a tax ol $32,463,000, being a tax ot more than 
350 per cent, upon the value of the article.

thute exactions lioin us, every one knows that 
England has bad her lull share and more than 
tier lull share. While she keeps us, under tbe 
operation of her Tariff, in this condition, Ihe Ex 
Secretary ol Slate is trying to persuade his coo n- 
trymen tliat the leopard is about to change his 
dpnts, and tliat England really means to make 
With us an arrangement by which reciprocal ad- 
vantages are to be ga.ned by n Commercial—or, 
ID speak more properly, by a Tai.ffTieaty with 
England. A tair Treaty of this description, or 
one approximating to fairness, would leqmre of 
her to lake off 60 per ct-ut. ol her duties upon 
our exportatiuris, and for us to leave on hers an 
increased duty of 50 per cent, more than we no* 
exact truin her. 
Without dwelling longer upon 


this bianch of the subject, and leaving the lond 
and visionary enthusiast, wbo la willing to cher- 
ish the idea that England ia ia the condition to 
make a fair Commercial Treaty with us, and is 
leally willing to do it, to the enjoyment of his 
own fancies,! choot-e to demonstrate the absolute 
impracticability of this whole projtt, by turning 
your attention to what you own Government 
can do on this subject, and to what any man of 
any considerable experience in our public coun- 
cils knows it never will do. 


This proprsrtion it presented b y differ*nt ad- 


vocates in two distinct aspects. According to 
some, it is, in effect, to make a tariff by a trea- 
tv ; according to others, it is to do the same thing 
by a commercial arrangement.

On such a subject, itcanhdidly be 
necessary to turn the intelligent readet to an au- 
thority on Constitutional Law. 
Mr Story, in 


Ins Commentarias on the Constitution, [vol. ',}, 
chap. 37,1052] speaking in reference to LUIS sub- 
ject, says: 
-^ 


"The power'to make treaties,' is, by the Con- 


stitution, general; and "f course it embraces all 
sorts of treaties ; for peace or w-ar; for com- 
merce or.territory ; for alliance or succors ; for 
indemnity for injuries or payment of debts ; for 
the recognition and enforcement of principles of 
public law ; and for any other purpose which the 
policy or interests of independent sovereigsmay 
dictate in their intercourse with each other. But 
though the power is thus general and unrestrict- 
ed, it is not to be so construed as to destroy the 
fundamental laws of the State. A power given 
by the Constitution cannot be construed to au- 
thorize a destruction of other powers given in 
the same instrument. It must be construed, 
therefore, in subordination to it, and cannot su- 
persede or interfere with any other of its funda- 
mental provisions. Each is equally obligatory, 
and of paramount authority within its scope; 
and no one embraces a right to annihilate any oth- 
er. A treaty to change the form of government, 
or annihilate its sovereignty, to overturn its re- 
p.ublican furm, or to deprive us of its constitu- 
tional powers, would be void ; because it would 
destroy what it was designed merely to fulfil, 
the will ot the people."

Farther Particulars of the Loss of the 


Steam Ship Columbia. 


The news of the loss of the Columbia was 


conveyed to Boston from Portland by an express 
train that ran the distance in three hours run- 
ning time, although it was detained sometime 
at Portsmouth. 


The following letter from Hon. Abbott Law- 


rence, to his son in Boston was published on 
Monday morning in the Bo&ton Atlas. It will 
be read with interest. 


SEAh».lSLAND, July 3, 1843. 


My Dear Son— 


We left Boston at quarter past 2 o'clock on 


the 1st inst. and experienced a most agreeable 
run till yesterday at quarter past 1, (it being fog- 
gy,) the Columbia struck on the Black Ledge, 
one and a quarter miles distant fiom tins Island, 
at high water. 
When the tide began to ebb, we 


saw large rocks on the larboard side, about 10 
fathoms distance, and a long reef not a cable's 
length from us. Before half tide down, these 
rocks were 4 feet above the water. Soon after 
she struck, we commenced, throwing over coal, 
which was continued through the day. 
At half! 


past 2 we began firing our cannon ; in half an 
hour after we were answered by a musket, 
which relieved us from the most painful anxiety, 
as we were not quite certain where we were, 
and hoped it might be from the land. 


At 4 o'clock the fog lifted, and we had the in- 


expressible satisfaction of seeing a fishing 
schooner making for the ship, with a small boat 
in tow. The Captain of the schooner, (Hitch- 
ings,) who is the keeper of the lighthouse, came 
on board and gave as an account of our situa-

We soon coricluded,as it was evident the Colurii- 
bia was in a rocky berth, that it was prudent to 
take the ladies on shore (14 in number,) besides 
several in the steerage, and five or SIK chrldreh. 
This was accomplished at 6 o'clock, without in- 
jury to any one ; and here we found two small 
houses, a mile or more distant from each other, 
inhabited by kind and efficient people, who ex- 
hibited all the sympathy and caie we could de- 
sire. 


There are no other habitations upon the Island, 


which is rough and barren. The nearest main 
land is Barrmgton,25 miles distant. This morn- 
ing at high tide, an attempt was made to float the 
ship, which proved unsuccessful, at half past 2 
the Captain requested the passengers (5U in num- 
ber) who remained on board, to go on shoie— 
about 40 having landed last evening. The pas- 
sengers are now all on' shore—and one half thf 
baggage. The mails are all here, and the le- 
majmng part of the baggage will be received in 
the course of an hour. 


The opinion now is that the ship will be lost 


—she is very much strained and has heeled over 
considerably. 
We have 95 passengers, and 73 


officers, crew, &c., belonging to the ship in all 
168 souls. The 'Captain has conducted himself 
with great coolness and courage, and displayed 
that energy and magnanimity that belong to his 
notable profession. And now having no more 
time to write, 1 have only to say that! deem our 
preservation tsitiaordmary—20 yards on either 
side of the ship, with a moderate breeze would 
nav* consigned as all to a watery grave.
